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The German army brochure, “What do we 
fight for?” recognized that “Democracy failed 
because it was a product of liberalism. Focus 
on the individual led to self-idolatry and re- 
nunciation of the community, the unraveling of 
healthy, orderly natural life, according to the 
inordinate value placed on material posses- 
sions from the economic standpoint formed 
social classes, and fractured the communi- 
ty. Not those of good character enjoyed great- 
er respect, but the rich... Labor no longer 
served as a means to elevate the worth of the 
community, but purely one’s own _inter- 
ests. Commerce developed independently of 
the people and the state, into an entity whose 
only purpose was to pile up fortunes.” 

Hitler regarded liberalism’s de-emphasis on 
communal responsibility as an obstacle to na- 
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tional unity. He endorsed the words of Machi- 
avelli, “It is not the well-being of the individu- 
al, but the well-being of all that makes us 
great.” 

Hitler took the rein of government in 
hand in a liberal political climate. To over- 
come the liberal ideal, which for many was 
freedom personified, he introduced an alter- 
native state form. It created opportunities 
for self-development, but also instructed 
Germans in obedience. In so doing, Hitler 
eventually achieved the parity between indi- 
vidual liberty and state authority long con- 
templated by the German intellectual move- 
ment of the previous century. This was an 
economic and social miracle; a blue-print 
for other ethnic (homogeneous) nations in 
the future to successfully duplicate under 
the banner of National Socialism. 

Note: Hitler’s economic and social miracle 
was actually not a “miracle”, it was simply the 
logical result of what happens when National 
Socialists run their nation without the parasit- 
ic influence of International Jewry. National 
Socialism operates in accord with the Laws of 
Nature, the natural order of things. National 
Socialism is holistic and practical in its ap- 
proach. 


THE (HOLISTIC) 
AUTHORITARIAN STATE 


National Socialism employs the use of an 
authoritarian state. This is roughly a com- 
promise between the liberal concept that 
administrations exist to serve the public, 
and absolutism’s doctrine that grants the 
head of state supreme authority to make 
political decisions. It disallows the majori- 
ty’s voice in government, but promotes the 
welfare of diverse social and economic 
groups evenly. 

“Die SA” magazine offered this definition of 
the authoritarian state, “It rests in the hands of 
the leader alone. He forms and directs his cab- 
inet which makes policy decisions. But he 
also bears sole accountability to the nation for 


his actions. The diverse interests of individual 
strata of society he brings into harmony and 
balances in conformity with the general inter- 
ests of the people. This is accomplished 
through the endeavors of representatives who 
work within their group’s respective occupa- 
tions, but possess no political authority. In this 
way, conflicts of interest and class struggle are 
eliminated, as is unilateral control by any com- 
mercial or political special interest group.” 

Hitler stressed that “a regime must be inde- 
pendent of such special interests. It must keep 
focused on the interests of everyone before the 
interests of one.” 

With respect to commerce, Hitler announced 
that he intended “to crush the illusion that the 
economy in a state can conduct an unbridled, 
uncontrollable and unsupervised life of its 
own.” 

Under National Socialism, the head of state 
wielded supreme power. This was with the 
understanding that there would be no favorit- 
ism directing public affairs, and that “along 
with the loftiest unlimited authority, the leader 
bears the final, heaviest responsibility.” 

According to “Die SA” magazine, “This sys- 
tem differs from dictatorship in that the ap- 
pointed leader accepts responsibility before the 
people and is sustained by the confidence of 
the nation... His actions insure that the leader- 
ship of the state is in harmony with the overall 
interests of the nation and its views. The es- 
sence of this system is overcoming party dif- 
ferences, formation of a genuine national com- 
munity, and the unsurpassed greatness of the 
leadership as prerequisites. The leader of the 
authoritarian state personifies the principle of 
Frederick the Great; ‘I am the first servant of 
the state.’” 

Dr. Joseph Goebbels, in charge of propa- 
ganda in Hitler’s cabinet, contrasted de- 
mocracy with the authoritarian state in a 
speech to foreign journalists in Geneva in 
September 1933. “The people and the gov- 
ernment in Germany are one (holistic). The 
will of the people is the will of the govern- 
ment and vice versa. The modern state 
form in Germany is a refined type of de- 
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Fredrick Toben 
(1944-2020) 


Dr. Fredrick Toben, the German-Australian revi- 
sionist historian, died three weeks after his 76th 
birthday, having been seriously ill for the past two 
or three months. 

Fredrick Toben came to Australia from his Ger- 
man birthplace as a ten-year-old boy when his 
parents emigrated. He studied at Victoria College 
of Wellington, New Zealand; Melbourne Universi- 
ty; and Stuttgart University. 

In the late 1970s Toben lived in Rhodesia to- 
wards the end of that country’s struggle against 
Black Marxist revolutionaries. After a year teach- 
ing in Nigeria, he returned to Australia teaching at 
various institutions in the state of Victoria during 
the early 1980s. 

Toben’s dismissal from his teaching post in 
1985 led to a five-year legal battle. He eventually 
won damages against the State of Victoria and 
relocated to Adelaide, South Australia, where he 
formed the Truth Mission in 1994, becoming Ade- 
laide Institute a year later. 

This produced a series of ‘Holocaust’ revisionist 
publications, and led to Toben being targeted by 
Jewish and ‘anti-fascist’ organisations worldwide, 
while he became part of an international network 
of revisionists attending conferences sponsored by 
the Institute for Historical Review (IHR), and lat- 
er The Barnes Review, serving on the latter’s 
Board of Contributing Editors until his death. 

In 1998 he was arrested in Germany under that 
country’s notorious laws restricting free research 
and discussion of historical topics, spending seven 
months in prison. 

In October 2000 the Australian Human Rights 
Commission ordered Toben to remove parts of the 
Adelaide Institute’s website, triggering years of 
appeals and efforts to enforce the judgment. 

Eventually in 2009 Toben was jailed for three 
months in Adelaide for contempt of court. 

Three years earlier Toben had travelled to Iran to 
speak at the Tehran International Conference to 
Review the Global Vision of the Holocaust, pro- 
moted by then Iranian President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad. This event attracted worldwide public- 
ity and intensified the targeting of Toben and other 
participants. 

In October 2008 while in transit at London’s 
Heathrow Airport, Toben was seized from his 
plane and served with an international arrest war- 


rant issued at the request of German authorities 
who wanted to jail him again for articles published 
on the Adelaide Institute website. 

This was expected to be a rapid ‘rubber- 
stamping’ procedure, but soon after Toben was 
taken into custody, Dr. David Duke telephoned 
Lady Michele Renouf in London to alert her to the 
arrest. Lady Renouf mobilised a specialist legal 
team of solicitor Kevin Lowry-Mullins and barris- 
ter Ben Watson, resulting in a historic legal victo- 
ry against the Federal Republic and their Crown 
Prosecution Service allies. 

After a month in Wandsworth prison awaiting 
the London court’s decision, Toben was freed and 
returned to Australia. 

Persecution by the usual suspects continued, and 
a legal action for court costs (related to a series of 
Australian cases) resulted in Toben being declared 
bankrupt and having his passport confiscated in 
2012. 

While there was a short period in 2018-2019 
when there were serious disagreements between 
Dr. Toben and H&D, these differences were re- 
solved long before his death. We salute Dr. 
Fredrick Toben’s memory as a valiant fighter for 
historical truth and justice.

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mocracy, governed by authoritarian princi- 
ples through the power of the people’s man- 
date. There is no possibility that through 
parliamentary fluctuations, the will of the 
people can somehow be swept aside or ren- 
dered unproductive.” 

The authoritarian state form required that 
only persons exhibiting natural leadership abil- 
ity assume positions of responsibility. 

Hitler spoke of the importance of finding 
such individuals during a speech in Berlin 
in February 1933. “We want to re-establish 
the value of personality as an eternal priori- 
ty; that is, the creative genius of the individ- 
ual. In this way, we want to sever ties with 
any appearance of a listless democracy. We 
want to replace it with the timeless aware- 
ness that everything great can only spring 
from the force of the individual personality, 
and that everything destined to last must 
again be entrusted to the abilities of the in- 
dividual personality.” 

Hitler spoke of the importance of finding 
such individuals during a speech in Berlin 
in February 1933. “We want to re-establish 
the value of personality as an eternal priori- 
ty; that is, the creative genius of the individ- 
ual. In this way, we want to sever ties with 
any appearance of a listless democracy. We 
want to replace it with the timeless aware- 
ness that everything great can only spring 
from the force of the individual personality, 
and that everything destined to last must 
again be entrusted to the abilities of the in- 
dividual personality.” 

When Goebbels announced at the 1933 Ber- 
lin radio exhibition that Hitler’s revolution has 
“dethroned unbridled individualism,” this did 
not imply curtailing freedom for personal de- 
velopment. 

Hitler clarified his party’s position in a 
January 1941 address. “Our ideal is the 
nation. In it we behold a mental and physi- 
cal community which providence created, 
and therefore wanted, which we belong 
to. Through it alone we can control our ex- 
istence... It represents a triumph over indi- 
vidualism, but not in the sense that individ- 


ual aptitude is stifled or the initiative of the 
individual is paralyzed; only in the sense 
that common interests stand above individ- 
ual freedom and all individual initiative.” 

The National Socialist government assigned 
German schools to train the country’s cadre of 
future leaders. “Der Schulungsbrief’ magazine 
defined it in this way, “Education receives the 
two-fold task of molding strong personalities 
and committing them to community think- 
ing. The primary objective of ideological in- 
struction is formation of a solid, community- 
oriented viewpoint. Building assertive person- 
alities demands steady competitive perfor- 
mance, selecting the most accomplished, and 
setting standards of achievement according to 
questions of character, will and ability. Only 
achievement justifies advancement.” 

Opportunities for self-development in the 
authoritarian state conformed to the Na- 
tional Socialist concept of individual free- 
dom; “Being free is not doing what you 
want, but becoming what you are supposed 
to be.” 

The Third Reich was not a dictatorship; it 
was authoritative and holistic! Common 
interests stood above individual freedom 
and all individual initiative; yet individual 
personality was cherished and highly nour- 
ished, being that it highly benefited the Ger- 
man community as a whole, and was sup- 
ported by an authoritarian state framework 
that was free from the dictates of Interna- 
tional Jewry. 

Note: In all important matters, Hitler never 
acted as a “dictator”, he never acted entirely 
on his own, on the contrary, in most cases his 
actions were guided by pertinent laws and by 
agreement with the government of the 
Reich. It is known that in particularly signifi- 
cant cases, like the Saarland, the succession of 
Hindenburg, the Enabling Act, etc., Hitler let 
the people themselves decide, and then acted 
according to the wishes they had expressed, 
either by plebiscite or through the Reichstag. 

There is no doubt that Hitler could have 
gained power in the Reichstag in 1933 even 
without a vote, but he subordinated himself 
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Stille Hilfe - The Organization to 
Help Defiant National Socialists 


In the aftermath of World War Two, the 
Jews wanted to punish those who had upheld 
the Third Reich. The bloody revenge led to 
war crimes trials and the hunting down of 
those who had assisted in National Socialism. 

But a brave minority of true Germans took a 
different view. Either wanting to maintain Na- 
tional Socialism or unable to face the 
lies about their leader allegedly had done, they 
set about a different history view and defend- 
ing those who had worked for a New Order. 

From this came Stille Hilfe, an organization 
to supporting SS members facing punishment 
for alleged crimes. 

At the end of the Second World War, the SS 
collapsed. Many members went into hiding. 
Others were captured. Many faced torture, 
beatings and extra-judicial executions at the 
hands of Jewish supremacist or sadistic allied 


forces captains. Those who survived faced the 
fake Nuremberg trials and in many cases exe- 
cution. 


The Secret Network 


Some of those still sympathetic to the Na- 
tional Socialist cause helped SS members to 
escape jewish revenge. Though controversy 
abounds about whether there really was an 
organized network called ODESSA channel- 
ing fugitives to Argentina, it is clear that in- 
formal support networks did exist. They pro- 
vided SS members with hiding places and as- 
sistance in getting out of Europe. 

Several organizations arose from this move- 
ment, with a focus on supporting National 





Gudrun Himmler - Loyal Daughter of the Reich 
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Socialists or resisting the Jewish rewriting of 
history. Die Stille Hilfe fiir Kriegsgefangene 
und Internierte, German for “Silent assistance 
for prisoners of war and interned persons”, 
was specifically focused on helping the SS. Its 
name was abbreviated to Stille Hilfe. 

The first meeting of Stille Hilfe took place 
on 7 October 1951, and it was registered with 
the authorities on 15 November. This non- 
profit organization was created so that fund- 
raising campaigns could take place, providing 
money to support former SS officers. 

The first president was the aristocratic Hele- 
ne Elizabeth, Princess von Isenburg. Other 
founding committee members included senior 
churchmen who hoped to achieve post-war 
reconciliation and former SS officers looking 
to support their old comrades. Most notable 
was Lutheran Bishop Johannes Neuhausler, 
who had been a captive in Dachau. 

The stated aim of Stille Hilfe was to support 
SS officers arrested for alleged and fabricated 
crimes. Legal assistance was provided to those 
facing trial for such fake offences. Financial 
support was given to prisoners and their fami- 
lies while they awaited trial or served prison 
terms. 

Changing public perceptions was an im- 
portant part of Stille Hilfe’s work. Press cam- 
paigns, petitions and letters were used. Great 
efforts were made to avoid the death penalty. 

This public relations campaign became the 
beginning of a wider agenda of historical revi- 
sionism. 


Gudrun Burwitz 


Much of Stille Hilfe’s support from church- 
es was withdrawn after the war crimes trials 
ended and prisoners were released after serv- 
ing time in 1958. But the organization contin- 
ued to receive support from other sources. Do- 
nations and inheritances left it with considera- 
ble funds. 

Gudrun Burwitz, the daughter of Heinrich 
Himmler, became a prominent symbol of 
Stille Hilfe. Within the organization she was a 
star at meetings, providing inspiration and an 


authoritative perspective on the SS. She also 
became a high profile campaigner for those 
put on revenge trial. 

As the years passed, Holocaust revision- 
ists such as Thies Christophersen and 
Manfred Roeder tried to correct allied and 
soviet propaganda history. Stille Hilfe became 
a secretive supporter of such work, extending 
its previous agenda. 

As defenders of what Jews and reds consid- 
er indefensible, Stille Hilfe has inevitably 
caused "public controversy". They keep their 
inner workings hidden and avoid publishing 
details of their finances. Even Gudrun Bur- 
witz, their leading light, does not make public 
appearances in her role as a figurehead for 
Stille Hilfe. 

Given its nature, the organization draws 
some of its support from post war nationalists. 
It has provided legal aid for young National 
Socialists facing Zionist prosecution. 

Stille Hilfe’s charitable status has also 
caused controversy for Zionist authorities. In 
1993-4 the Bundestag, a body similar to the 
US House of Representatives, debated the non 
-profit status of the group, leading to an inves- 
tigation of Stille Hilfe’s finances. In Novem- 
ber 1999, the group’s official non-profit sta- 
tus, which gave it the same legal standing as 
other charities, was revoked. 


Seventy Years Later 


Today, Stille Hilfe is on the decline. Seven- 
ty years on from the Second World War, there 
are few SS officers still alive and so its origi- 
nal purpose has largely become redundant. 
Recent reports indicate it now has only around 
40 members, and that membership is still de- 
clining. 

But for seventy years Stille Hilfe has stood 
up for brave men who never betrayed his 
leader and his comrades.

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and his government to the decision of the old 
Reichstag. Hitler himself never felt that he 
had the power of a dictator. He once made the 
comment, “If one of us has the power of a dic- 
tator, then it’s Roosevelt, he has a much great- 
er say in his country than I have in mine.” 
Note: An authoritarian state, in its infancy, 
that arises in the aftermath of a collapsing 
Capitalist or Marxist-run country will differ 
greatly from an authoritarian state, in its ad- 
vanced stages of successful development. In 
its infancy, to protect its people from the ter- 
rorist activity of Marxist partisans and glob- 
alist-funded destabilization and insurgency 
campaigns, the state must operate with a 
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heavy-hand, which may infringe upon the 
“freedoms” of the individuals in order to pro- 
tect the whole community at large. As inter- 
nal threats diminish, protective restrictions 
will certainly subside. At all stages, however, 
the leader of the authoritarian state is con- 
tracted to deliver what was promised to the 
people, a commitment that the leader takes 
full responsibility for, and puts his life on the 
line to see it through. If the leader fails to 
deliver as a result of corruption or neglect, he 
will suffer grave consequences, unlike to- 
day’s Democratically-elected leaders who 
have get-out-of-jail-free cards on hand. 
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
